born October 27th. Iti the year 1183, and was 
there fore Just 80 yeirt, 1 mouth, aud 27 days 
old. The family wcreof tha order of Friends 
in their religious profession, the deceased 
adhering to the Wllburlle brauch of the 
meeting, after the division Iu the Society, 
although henoieraclually united wilh them 
1» full membership, He was cm of our old- 
est tradesmen, having commenced business 
as a Jeweler In the year 1SOS, which he con- 
tinued tcllvely to prosecute until the day of 
bis death. Indeed, he wts a most remtrka- 
bly well preserved man In regard to his phys- 
ical powers, being teenouthestreetsitall 
times and In all kinds of weather, moving 
more actively than the majority of younger 
pede5triarid. 


Mr. Nichols, notwithstanding his religious 


persuasion, was somewhat prominent as a 
politician, having been an active member uf 
the old line Whig party a,id latterly a most 
zealous aud consistent Itcpubl!can to which 
party ho transferred bis fealty with bis 
whole soul, immediately upon tlie subsi- 
dence of the Whig party. He occupied polit- 
eally positions of trust,having been a mem- 
ber of the Aisetnbly from his natlTOCity, and 
In tho year 1S33 ho was elected to and filled, 
the ofllcc of General Treasurer. He was a 
man of strong convictions and heartily es- 
poused tho great causes of human progress 
and reform, early Identifying himself with
